Sitting in fome Company , and having been but a little be- 
fore Mufical , I chanc'd to take notice that in ordinary 
difcourfe words were fpoken in perfeft Notes,and that fume 
of the Company ufed Eights , fume Fifths, fotne Thirds : 
and that his Difcourfe, which was moll pleafing, his words, 
as to theirTone,confifled moft ofConcordsjand where of Df~ 
cords, of fuch as made up Harmony. The fame perfon was 
the moft affable,pleafant, and the beft naturcd in the Com- 
pany. 

This fuggefls a Reafon , why many Difcourfes which one 
hears with much pleafure, whtn they come to be read fcarce 
fcem the fame thing*. Soone whofc pronunciation is not 
affefiedly , but naturally mufical , we term well-fpoken: 
whereas another may fpeak as good Wit or fenfe , and yet 
not have half the acceptance. 

From the difference of Mufick, in Speech we may alfocon 
jeflure that of Tempers. We know, the DorickMood founds 
Gravity and Sobriety ; the Lydian, Buxomnefs and Free- 
dom; the 7Eolique,fvveec S'ilnefs , and quiet Compofurej 
the Phrygian, Jollity and Youthful Levity,- theloniqueis a 
ftiller of ftorms and d i flu rbances arifingfrom paflton. And 
why miy we not reafonably fuppofe,that thofe,\\hofefpetch 
naturally runs into theNo-es peculiar to any of thefe Moods, 
are likewife in Nature hereunto congenerous? 

So alfo from the Cliff , as"he that fpeaks in Gamut , to 
be manly , C Fa Ut , miy fliow one to be of an ordinary 
Capacity,tho good difpofition. G Sol Re Ut, to be peevifh 
and effeminate , and of a weak and timerous Spirit. Sharps 
aneffemnare,- Flats, a manly or melancholickfadnefs. He 
who hath a voice which will , in fome meafure , agree with 
all Cliffs, to be of good Parts and fit for variety of Employ- 
ments, yet fomewhatafan inconftant Nature. Likewife 
from the Times j fo Semibreifs may fpeak a Temper dull , 
and flegmatick j Minimis, grave ; and ferious Crochets, 
a prompt Witt ; Quavers, vehemency of Paffion, and Scolds 
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ufe them. Setnibreif-Reft may denote one either frupicf, 
or fuller of thoughts than he can utter,* Minum-Reft, one 
that deliberates ; Chrochet-Reft, one in a Paffion; So 
that from the Natural ute of Mood, Note, and Time, we 
imy coiiefl; Difpofiuons.

MR. Ferdinand Co [pi Ma qui? of Petreoli, equally illu- 
ftrious for his Merit , the Employments wherewith he 
is honoured in the Cour r . ofTufcanypnd for his extraordina- 
ry Learning, which hath rais'd him to one of the higheft de- 
grees in the Academy of the Gelati in Bonoma (no lefs 
famous than that of the Humorifts at Rome ) having with 
extraordinary care and expence, made a Collection of what* 
ever he faw there that was curious and rare , and beftowed 
k upon his Countrey , the Senate of Bononia hath added 
the fame to that of jildrovmdus. An ample and learned
